Paris, Oct. 5—The following official 


nlote \vas issued this afternoon: "The 
foreign minister has

in China. Our 


representatives acquitted themselves 
in this mission and left with the vari- 
ous foreign ministers a copy of the fol- 
lowing note: "In sending their forces 
to China the powers proposed, first of 
ail to deliv-er their legations.

guard for Pekinl legations; fifth, dis-

of fortifications; 
sixth, 


military occupation of two 'or three 
points on the road from Tien Tsin to 
Pekin -which will thus be always open 
to the legations wishing to go to sea 
or to the forces proceeding to Pekin 
from the sea. If this he presented 
collectively by the representatives of 
the powers, supported by the presence 
of international troops, it appears im- 
possible to the government of the re- 
public that these conditions, which are 
so legitimate, would not be accepted by 
the Chinese government at an early 
date."

The hall in which the clubs met was 


thronged with people to a degree of al- 
most suffocation. 
Adlal E. Stevenson 


and James R. Sovereign, ex-grand mas- 
ter workman of the Knights of Labor, 
epoke, being followed by Bishop Turner, 
minister ta Liberia under Grant's ad- 
ministration. 


As Bishop Turner concluded, Mr. 


Bryan appeared upon tha platform. 
There was a wild ehout of greeting and 
this soon developed into a demonstration 
which continued for about six minutes, 
.until there waa a call for a cessation 
from Air. Bryan himself. 


Mr. Bryan spoke of the good work done 


by the clubs. He said they were neces- 
sary to assist in collecting the money 
to carry on the campaign. 


Mr. Bryan the-n took up the issues of 


the campaign. He accused the Republi- 
can party of dodging nearly every issue. 
On the question of finance he said: 
''Think of trying to make the money 
Question paramount in this campaign. 
"Why, my friends, when the money ques- 
tion was paramount, in 1898, we found 
the Republicans trying to make out that 
the tariff was the paramount issue. 
They said: 
'Let us open the mills in- 


stead of the mints,' and the first thing 
they did when they got into power was, 
not to reform the currency, but to reform 
the tariff, and give the men who con- 
tributed a chance to run their hands 
deeper into the pockets of the people. 
Now,when the question of thehumanrtce 
and human liberty are at stake, the 
Republicans say that the money ques- 
tion is the paramount issue." 


Speaking of trusts, Mr. Bryan said: 


"Mr. Hanna says there are no trusts. 
Why is it that no Republican knows any- 
thing about the Standard Oil trust or 
the sugar trust, or the salt trust, or the 
cracker trust, or the window glass trust, 
or the envelope trust, or the writing pa- 
per trust, or the trust in paper? 
"Whs 


don't they know about these trusts? la 
it dishonesty or ignorance? 
"Why is it 


that no Republican speaks out against 
any trust except the ice trust, and why 
is it that the Republicans in charge do 
not destroy that?" 


Mr. Bryan then passed to militarism. 


He said the Republicans want to spend 
more than half as much for military 
establishment as we spend for the educa- 
tion of children in the United States. 


"The laboring man asks for arbitration 


and gets a large army; he asks reliel 
from government by injunction, and gets 
a large army; he asks for shorter hours 
of labor In order that he may have more 
time with his family and for the develop- 
ment of his mind, and his answer ia a 
large standing army; he asks for fur- 
ther reprcsentaticn in the president's 
cabinet. In order that labor niAy be pro- 
tected and his answer is a large army." 


Mr. Bryan said further that the Re- 


publicans' use for a large standing army 
Is that they want to exploit the Philip- 
pine islands. 


Mr. Bryan the alluded to the claims of 


the Republicans that he had helped to 
ratify the treaty, and, therefore, should 
now be silent. 
He ridiculed this posi- 


tion, and said that the Filipinos are 
fighting for the same cause as the colo- 
nists 100 years ago, the Boers and tha 
Cubans. 


Mr. Bryan dwelt at length on the Phil- 


ippine question, and arraigned tH* fi«- 
publicans severely for attempting to 
violate the constitution In governing a 
people against their will, and refusing 
citizenship to the newly acquired terri- 
tory. 
In this connection he included 


Porto Rico. 
He then charged that 


the Republican party is following the line 
of monarchy in that while "it does not 
propose a king, it proposes a principle 
upf>n which only akingcan stand." 


In conclusion, Mr. Bryan Eaitl: 
"I 


want this i.atlon to be the patriarch 
amon« nations. 
1 want It to stand 


erect. 
I want It to bo just and upright 


so that when other nations quarrel, in- 
•lo*d of cs.'.Mn- out great armies'to kill 
each other they will say: 
'Leave the 


question to the United States; they can 
be trusted.'

peacemaker among,the nations, and then 
it will earn the reward promised.to tbe 
peacemaker."

In- 
terdiction of the shipment of arms into 
China.; third, permanent Indemnity to 
the powers, and fourth, sufficient guar- 
antees for the future. 
In addition, a 


suggestion is made for the establishment 
of a permanent legation guard at PeVin; 
for the razing of the Taku forts and for 
the maintenance of a line of oomnr.uniica- 
tlon between Pekin and the swa. 


The impression here, In advance of ac- 


tion on these propositions by our gov- 
ernment, is that they contain nothing 
essentially unfitting them to be subjects 
of consideration in a final settlement. 
The difficulty which Is likely to arise 
lies In the placing of proper limitations 
upon the scope of each head. 
This ia 


particularly true of the subject of guar- 
antees, and, perhaps, of that of in- 
demnity. 
Still, as already suggested, 


each ia undoubtedly a most proper sub- 
ject for discussion when the final nego- 
tiations are reached, and, therefore, M. 
Delcasso's broadcast propositions, while 
likely to consume eome time 
In re- 


ducing them to ultimate and binding 
form, may be said te have a fair recep- 
tion awaiting them. 


As to the InterdetioU' of arms, the state 


department already has Intimated that 
there may be a question as to Its wisdom 
and there is reae-on to believe, also, that 
Germany will not view that particular 
feature with approval. 
But there ap- 


pears to be good reason to expect that a 
middle ground will be reached by con- 
fining the Interdiction of arms to a 
specified period, pesaibly to be fixed by 
the time required by China within which 
to pay the inflemnty. 
The chief ob- 


jection to the propexsitlon Is in its being 
permanent in its present form. 


"What the United States government 


particularly desires to avoid is enter- 
Ing into a program that leans In any 
manner toward the maintenance of a 
foothold on Chinese aoll. and If the othtr 
propositions relative to the maintenance 
of a. line of free and eafe communication 
between Pekln and the sea and to tha 
legation guards can be modified in the 
direction of temporary expedients, they 
•will be more likely to receive the support 
of our government. It is apparent from 
the complexion of the latest Franco- 
Russian proposal that the phase of ne- 
gotiations thus initiated will take some 
time to dispose of.

White ia well known In church circles. 


He waa born In New Bedford 34 yean 
ago, and had been In the postal serrtoe 
in Boston for 11 years. 
Two years be- 


fore entering the employ of the govern- 
ment, he married. 
He has been active 


In the African M. E. church, where for 
nine years he served aa Sunday school 
superintendent, and was leader of the 
e>hurch choir. 


Inspector Towlson of the postofflee de- 


scribed how complaints had been re- 
ceived at station A of the loss of let- 
ters. 
He waa detected by d«ooy let- 


ters, although ha had cleverly imitated 
handwriting on tha envelopes which 
contained 
cloth samples 
instead 
of 


money. 
White was successful In his 


thefts, owing to his forgery of super- 
scriptions on letters which he opened and 
then remailed in new envelopes. 


White gave money to another woman 


from time to time. 
He met her, he said, 


eight years ago. She was a pupil in all 
Sabbath school, and was 17 years old. 
Although he had a wife, hs became quite 
friendly with the young girl, because, he 
eaid, he had had trouble at home, and 
his new acquaintance sympathized'with 
him. 
Hie had two children by this 


woman. 


Five years ago his wife discovered hU 


relations -with the other woman. 
She 


forgave him and both united in an ef- 
fort to rid themselves of her. 
White 


said he did everything in his power to 
forget the old life and clear himself of 
the woman without avail. White Baid 
he was forced to give her money. She 
even followed him over his route. 
One 


of the bills he had taken from a letter 
was found by the officers on the person 
of the woman in questioni. 
Her pres- 


ence and demands finally became so un* 
bearable, he said, that he succumbed, and 
resorted to dishonest methods of get- 
ting money.

The 
Scottish Medical and Surgical 


Journal quotes a remarkable tube of In- 
dian magic recorded by James Braiil, 
surgeon, whose observations on mesmei- 
ism are wrll known. At the palace of 
Runjeet Singh— a squaro building which 
bad m the center a clohed room — a fakir 
who had voluntarily put himself into a 
comatose condition \vas afterward sewed 
up in a sack and walled in, the single 
door of the room having been sealed with 
the private seal of the runjeet. To ex- 
clude all fraud Runjeet, who wag not 
hiaiielf a believer in the wonderful pow- 
ers of the fakir, had established a cor- 
don of his own bodyguard round the 
building, and in front of tbe latter four 
eentinfls were stationed who were re- 
lieved pvery two hourb and were continu- 
ally watched. 


Under these conditions tha fakir re- 


mained in his grave six weeks, v,'hen the 
building was opened ia the presence of 
the Runject Singh, and the &eal and all 
the -walls were found uninjured. In the 
dark room, which was examined with, a 
light, the sack containing the fakir lay in 
a locked box \vhith was provided with a 
seal, also uninjured. The sack, which 
presented a mildewed appearance, was 
opened and the crouching form ot the 
fakir taken out. The body was perfectly 
stiff. A physician who was present found 
that nowhere on the body was a trace of 
pulse beat evident. In the meantime the 
servant of the fakir poured some warm, 
water^over the head and laid a hot cake 
on the top of his head, removed the wax 
with which the ears and nostrils had been 
stopped, forcibly opened the teeth with a

Soon 
the fakir began to open his eyes, tho 
body began to twitch convulsively, tha 
nostrils were dilated, the skin, heretofore 
stiff and wrinkled, assumed gradually its 
normal fullness, and in a few minutes 
the fakir opened his lip? and in a feebls 
voice asked Pumjeet Singh, "Do you now 
believe me?" 


While tales of Indian fakirs are calcu- 


lated to excite distrust, and impostors 
trade on the credulous for purposes of 
gain, the fact remains attested by well 
authenticated cases that certain men. can 
voluntarily put themselves into a state in 
which no vital phenomena are demon- 
strable by more or less careful examina- 
tions, and can avrake later to normal life. 
In this connection the hibernation of an- 
imals must be mentioned, also the obser- 
vation of Leeuwenhoek that in the dust 
of houses and towns animalcules exist 
which are capable of drying up complete- 
ly without losing the power of awaken- 
ing to active life upon being moistened 
with rain water; also the vital alterna- 
tions attributed to toads and especially 
the cases of prolonged trance, both con- 
scious and unconscious, with suspended 
animation, nnd the instances of burial 
alive. — Modern Medicine.

Political indiffer- 


ence i» educated men is criminal under 
such conrlitioTis. Bryan's traitorous at- 
ta^k upon hi? own contemptible "straw 
man" creatures—milltarism and im- 
perialism, invisible and 
all-powerfw 


political bugaboos—is ao«urd to most 
men and absolutely asinine to trained 
thinkers. All s-tudents of constitution- 
al law know that President McKinley 
has fulfilled his executive duties hon- 
estly and honorably, and therefore is 
cruelly 
and 
maliciously 
attacked. 


Educated men cannot be deceived by 
artful hypocrisy and crafty sophistry, 
and therefore should openly and vigor- 
ously oppose a political harlequin who 
preached in "D6 a doctrine of socTal dis- 
tress and constitutional death and to- 
day shamelessly prates of despair and 
desertion at home and abroad of Amer- 
ican principles of self-government. 


Truly, men and brethren, the thing

New Line Between Demver and South

In the Introduction to Poor*B Manual 


For 1000, Just Issued, It U shown that 
there are 190,833 miles of complete 
railroad in this country. The net In- 
crease In mileage last year was 3,981 
miles. The aggregate capital Rtock of 
these roads Is $5,742,181,181 and tha 
aggregate funded debt $5,644,858,027. 
The number of railroad corporations In 
this country Is about 1,733, not Includ- 
ing private railroads, and about 910 
companies conduct the traffic opera- 
tions of all the railroads. The tenden- 
cy to absorption by consolidation Is in- 
creasing constantly. Within 
recent 


years 1.T85 railroad companies, with 
an aggregate mileage of 142,177, have 
passed out of legal exlatence. 
Fifty- 


three companies own and operate 131,- 
797 miles of railroad. Of this mileaga 
35,850 Is leased. The total assets 
of all the railroads In the country at 
the beginning of this year were $12,- 
553,245,625. 
Within recent years, 


through reorganization, there has been 
an increase In ehare capital of $454,- 
407,316, while In bonded debts there 
was the large reduction of $227,250,- 
978, so that on the basis of mileage of 
railroad owned the reorganized com- 
panies are capitalized for $38,008 per 
mile of stock against $31,711 before 
reorganization and $34,227 per mile of 
bonds against $39,599 under the old 
organizations. 


The Burlington's new line between 


Alliance, Neb., and Brush, Colo., has 
been formally opened to general traffic. 
The new branch Is 149.69 miles long 
and is laid with 85 pound steel rails. 
It makes a short route between Den- 
ver and the rich mining districts of 
South Dakota and Montana. 


The new line connects with the sys- 


tem's Guernsey extension at North- 
port, Neb., and practically opens up 
a new transcontinental railway be- 
tween Colorado and points In Montana, 
Washington and the north Pacific 
coast. Under previous conditions the 
Burlington's traffic between Denver 
and the Black Hills had been handled 
by way of Lincoln. The new cut off 
reduces the distance 673 miles. A 
passenger is now able to leave Dead- 
wood in the morning and reach Den- 
ver the same night. 


The new line will be of marked Im- 


portance to the lumber and shingle In- 
terests of the Puget sound district, as 
It will open up a new market. This 
trade has heretofore, to a great extent, 
been shut off from the Colorado mar- 
kets because of the long haul. 


The next International railway con- 


gress will be held In Washington In Oc- 
tober, 1904. A cable dispatch from W. 


| F. Allen, secretary of the American 


Railway association, announcing that 
fact bas been received at the offices of 
the association in New York. Mr. Al- 
len, who is one of the American dele- 
gates to the international railway con- 
gress which has been hi session In the 
French capital, says that a pressing in- 
vitation by the delegates from this 
country has been extended to the con- 
gress and that the members of that 
body had Informed Mr. Allen of their 
acceptance, 


Cyrus S. Sedgwlck, prominently Iden- 


tified with a railway block signal com- 
pany, who returned from Europe re- 
cently, commenting upon the few safe- 
ty devices In use on European rail- 
ways, says: "They are Just beginning 
to use block signals over there, and 
the Paris, Lyons and Mediterranean, a 
progressive road, is installing a sys- 
tem of disk signals. I visited the Paris 
exposition, and I was naturally inter- 
ested in looking at safety appliances 
for the use of railways. 
I was much 


surprised to find that there was only 
one railway block signal on exhibition 
ha the whole exposition, and, strangely 
enough, that was not put In by the 
company that manufactures It. It Was 
our signal, but It was put on exhibi- 
tion by the Paris, Lyons and Mediter- 
ranean, which is quite proud of its new 
equipment While I was at the exposi- 
tion two prominent Italian civil engi- 
neers came along. They saw the sig- 
nal working and were BO Interested In 
the affair that they traveled several 
hundred miles to see one in actual op- 
eration, owing to the impression the 
model made on thorn. 
I understand 


they intend to introduce the signals in 
Italy. Our country, with the enormous 
amourtts of m^ney spent yearly on au- 
tomatic couplers, track and block sig- 
nals and signnt towers and other safe- 
ty devices, still sees many accidents. 
It is wonderful to think that, with BO 
little precaution abroad, there are not 
greater and more frequent accidents." 


The Great Northern railway, says a 


Montreal dispatch, is now all but com- 
pleted and will within a month take Its 
place as one of the great grain carry- 
Ing roads or Canada. This road, start- 
Ing from Quebec, runs in a southwest- 
erly direction to Hawkesbury, Ont., 
where it join* the Canada Atlantic sys- 
tem, which runs to Parry sound, on the 
Georgian bay, and bas in connection 
Wllll 11 u. Ubcl UL liiltiu 'uuu.to Ou th<£ Up 
per great lakes. The great bridge over 
the Ottawa river Is not yet altogether 
completed, but train« will be able to 
cross by the middle of October, and 
the line will tbpn be formally opened 
to trnfflc. In order to handle the grain 
which It expects to carry the railway 
bas built a million bushel elevator at 
Quebec. 


Tolntol Not 


Count Tolstoi explains that the Greek 


church will not formally excommuni- 
cate him. It has given orders tbat ha

level the sole of the shoe, nail anQ 
compress the heel and leave the fol- 
lower in the shoe, and that ita use will 
save to the manufacturer $1 or more 
on every case of shoes turned out. 
Models 'of the machine have been made 
and have been examined by a repre- 
sentative of the McKay shoe machine 
company, 
who unhesitatingly pro- 


nounces it a valuable invention. 


Mr. Canedy has- Invented several 


shne machines, racks, etc., but con- 
siders this by far the most important 
of all his inventions. Just what will 
be done with it he does not know. It 
will be patented, and may be bought 
up by the McKay company, which 
controls the patents on a large part of 
the shoe machinery in use. It is said 
to be the policy of this company to buy 
up patents which threaten trouble for 
the machines they have in use, and to 
shelve them in order to do away \rlth 
disastrous competition. If this ma- 
chine comes up to expectations Mr. 
Canedy proposes to get something out 
of it, and sa.ys that whoever seeks to 
control it will have to settle inl round 
figures.

The celebrated John Randolph of Ro- 


anoke was his antithesis, and in his lovo 
for books and literary allusions involved 
himself in many acrimonious disputes, 
one of which resulted in his famous duel 
with Clay. The duel arose from a com- 
parison of Clay and Adams as a coalition 
to that of Blifil and Black George in 
Fielding's novel, ''Tom Jones," which 
Randolph referred to as a combination 
unknown until then of Puritan and black- 
leg. 
His reading was extensive, but of 


a rambling nature. He had few favor- 
ites, though he could not stand "Tom 
Moore's sentimental ditties, which were 
all ideal and nbore nature." 
The poet 


himself he described as a wit and a 
spruce, dapper little fellow. 
Randolph 


was unchangeable in his literary view?, 
steadfast in believing himself incapable 
of error in such matters, carrying this 
conviction so far that he actually dis- 
missed his doctor upon his deathbeij be- 
cause the latter disagreed with him about 
the pronunciation d'f certain words.—Col- 
lier's Weekly.

Lord Russell was both a writer and a 
reader. 
His address to the American 


jurists assembled at Saratoga Springs in 
August, 1806, when he took "Arbitra- 
tion" for his theme, is a good sample of 
his powers of composition, for this was 
an effort confessedly written to speak.

Shocking Experiences of Flying 


Missionaries In Shansi. 


WORST PEOVINOE IN OH HI A. 


Diabolical Mnsiacrew mm* Barliarl*. 


tip* Practiced Aaraivit Foretellers. 
Mautr Hairbreadth Ecenye* As* Re- 
ported. 
A writer In The North China Dally 


News In a copy of the paper Just re- 
ceived in this country says that of all 
the provinces in China ShansI bos been 
the worst in respect of the diabolical 
massacres and barbarities practiced 
ugalnst foreigners. "At one time," he 
writes, "it looked as if not a single for- 
eigner could by any possibility escape 
the murderous purpose of Yu Bsien. 
Fortunately some have escaped. 
A 


party of aefugeea from ShansI recently 
arrived at Shanghai after encountering 
such sufferings and hairbreadtt es- 
capes as will be difficult to find a par- 
allel anywhere. 


"The party consisted of Mr. and Mro. 


A. R. Saunders, with two children (two 
others of their children died on the 
way), and A. Jennings and Miss Guth- 
rie, all from Pingyao; E. J. Coopei and 
two children, from Lncheng (Mrs. 
Cooper, Miss Rice and Miss Houston, 
also from that city, -were killed on the 
way or died from Injuries received); 
Mr. and Mrs. A. E. Glover, with two 
children, and Miss Gates, from I/uan. 
All were members of the China Inland 
mission, and of the 19 who started five 
perished." 


The survivors tell the 
following 


story: 


"Late in the evening a mob arrived 


at our house In the suburb, sand we 
•were driven to take refuge in thk ya- 
men. The magistrate declared he could 
not help us. He had received orders 
no longer to protect foreigners and 
bade us depart in peace. At length, in 
answer to our entreaties, he agreed to 
send us to Taiyuan, 150 II distant, un- 
der escott, so we started north for the 
capital. We got Within 20 11 of it with- 
out adventure, -when we met a native 
Christian whom we knew fleeing south. 
He implored us to turn back, as the 
Inland mission had been already burn- 
ed, the Roman Catholic establishment 
pulled down and all the foreigners 
were in the Baptist mission compound 
surrounded by a great mob who 'were 
threatening to burn it with all who 
•were inside. On this we turned back 
toward Pingyao, and our escort at 
once left us. "We had not much nwney, 
and the people demanded exorbitant 
prices for everything, even for simple 
permission to pass along the road. We 
sold our clothes and pawned whatever 
would pawn, including our wedding 
rings, and in this way reached our sta- 
tion at Lucheng safe, but stripped. 


"Lucheng had • not yet been r'oted, 


but only tiro days' peace vras allowed 
us when;_^with the friends there, tee 
had to flee for our lives at midnight 
with nothing but-one donkey load of 
bedding and'clothes and a supply of 
silver, which we divided up among the 
party. Which direction to take we did 
not know. To go north again was out 
of the question, 
and eastward to 


Shangtung was equally impossible, so 
we made for the south, hoping tb get 
through Honan and Hupeh to Hankow. 
But ws bad only got 40 II froni Lu- 
cheng when we were stopped at a 
large village by some 200 people, who 
demanded money. We could not satis- 
fy them, so they seized our donkey and 
In sheer wanton mischief tore all our 
bedding and clothes to pieces. Then 
they stripped us, taking each per- 
son's clothes, hat, shoes and stockings 
and little store of silver, leaving us 
nothing, ladles and children alike. In 
this affair we lost the natives who 
were accompanying us, some of whom 
we fear were killed, while we were 
driven along the road by men with 
clubs. It was a terrible situation. The 
blazing sun burned us to the bor;>, and 
some of us had not so much as a little 
piece of rag to wet and put on tie top 
of our heads. 
At every village we 


were attacked and driven from tine to 
the other with blows and curses. 


"The villages there are very thick, 


and before we got clear of the mob 
from one the mob from the next had 
already arrived to take us In hand. 
Neither food nor water could ne ob- 
tained. How we contrived to exist we 
hardly know. For days our onlj sup- 
port was found in the filthy ptddlps 
by the roadside. When we reached n 
city, it was a little better. Apparently 
each magistrate was anxious that we 
should come to our end In the next 
county, so when we went to the yamen 
they would give us a little food and 
send an escort to see us <-"!>iv over 
the borders of that partic- 
,-nen's 


Jurisdiction. Arrived at tl . point, the 
escort always left us, and wfe had to 
struggle on as before. 


"Miss Rice was killed on the rnd rn 


11 north of Tsehehau, In Shntif.l. '1 lint 
day both she and Miss Houston sat 
down on the roadside, saying they 
would willingly die, but walk another 
step they could not. In tbe previous 
city the magistrate ha<J given us n 
small piece of silver, which we had to 
carry in our band, having noivhere 
else to put It. We thought we bight 
be able to hire a cart for these ladies 
with this piece of silver, so two of us 
went to a village to negotiate. The 
villagers reiust>u uiu cart, but hi lit a 
cniiin time the,y pounded our knuckles 


with a stick till we dropped the silver 
and then drove us down the road away 
from our party. Just then It began to 
rain, and the party, with the exception 
of the two ladles, retired for shflter to 
an empty guardhouse near. There a 
mob fell upon thwn and drove them 
on. and In this way the two helpless 
faote* got left and were beaten rtr 
death. 
Nothing »"ould be doue till 


Tuehcbau was reached, when the mag- 
istrate sent back to Inquire. Mies Rice 
was found to bo already dead, but Miss 
Houston, although dreadfully injured, 
was still alive. She died afterward at 
Yunmung, in Hupeh, and the body was 
brought on to Hankow for biurtal. 


"The crossing of the Yellow river 


was one of our most trying experi- 
ences. The yamen had placed us in 
carts and promised to send us over. 
But as soon as we were In the boat 
the carts drove away, and the boat- 
men ordered us to land again, as they 
declined point blank to have anything 
to do with us. For two days we sat 
»n the bank of the Yellow river not 
knowing what to do. We were like 
the Israelites at the Red sea. 
Pharaoh 


was behind; neither right nor left was 
there any retreat and no means of 
crossing over. On the third day the 
| boatmen unexpectedly changed their 


j minds and took us over. 
! "The first city we came to south of 
. the river was Changchou. The magis- 
trate here was bitterly autiforpign and 
said had we only arrived 24 hours 
Kooner he would have had the pleasure 
of killing us all. His orders were to 
allow no foreign devils to escape, but 
the empress dowager had taken pity on 
them, and he had Just been instructed 
t~> have them all sent as prisoners into 
Hupeh. 
Accordingly from this point 


we were sent across Honan from city 
to city as prisoners by the yamen, 
sometimes 
In carts and sometimes 


mounted on the hard wooden pack 
saddles of donkeys. For food they gave 
us bread and water and nowhere show- 
ed us any kindness till we Yeached 
Slnyangchou, the last city In Ilonan. 


1 Here we were no longer treated as 


prisoners, and here we met with the 
Glovers from Luan, who had arrived 
. there after a similar Journey. 
The 


Hupeh magistrates were exceedingly 
kind. At the first city, Yingahan, we 


I were supplied with food and clothing 


and kept in the yamen five days, as the 
road south was blocked by soldiers 
proceeding to Peking whom it would 
not be safe to meet. The Yingshan na- 
tive Christians also sought us out and 
showed us great kindness, as they also 
did at the cities of Tehngan, Yunmung 
and Hsaokan. Mrs. E. J. Cooper died 
at Ylngsban of the injuries and hard- 
ships undergone, and her body was 
brought to Hankow for burial. Thus 
ended at Honkow on the 14th of Au- 
gust a Journey of 50 days' duration of 


, which the wonder Is that a single one 
survived to tell tbe tale."

tions. Mrs. Samuel Wrighi Simpson, 
state superintendent of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Unfon Flower 
mlsiion, has made the announcement 
that persons desiring to send apples to 
her for distribution may do so fre<j of 
charge from all stations on. the Boston 
and Maine railroad or lines operated by 
the Boston and Maine, from all sta- 
tions on the Boston and Albany rail- 
road and from all stations on tbe New 
York, New Haven and Hartford east 
of Willlmantic and New London, Inclu- 
sive. The Lend a Hand society, found- 
ed by the Rev. Edward Everett Hale, 
D. D., la also ready for the work. 


In 1896, when tbe harvest was abun- 


dant, 6,500 bushels of apples were dis- 
tributed in Boston to more than 5,000 
applicants. It was estimated that 50,- 
000 persons were benefited by the gifts.

IMPORTANT MEETING HELD HERE 


Massachusetts and Western Massachu- 


setts Library Ciubs Assemble in 


This City. Rida to Williams- 


town. Meeting at the 


Normal School 


About 70 librarians from this state 


and lihcde Island arrived in this city 
yesterday afternoon on the 1.53 train 
from the east to attenid joint meetings 
of the Massachusetts 
and 
"Western 


Massachusetts library clubs in this 
city and at'Adams. They took dinner 
at the Wellington and Darrow, and 
after dinner a trolley ride to Williams 
town was taken. There they \\vru met 
by a delegation of Williams studertts, 
•\\ ho showed tnem about the college 
buildings 
and the village, for which 


courtesy they received a vote of thanks 
from the visitors. The party returned 
in time for supper, 
and afterward 


looked through 
the 
public 
library, 


which they considered very pleasant, 
and fully adequate for a city of IhH 
size. 


At 8 o'clock a meeting was held at S 


the normal school hall, 
wK h vas 


open to the public, but there was net a 
large attendance aside from the mem- 
bers of the clubs, though there wai a 
fair number of North Adams peoole 
present to hear what was said and see 
the stereoptieon views with which lir. 
Bailey illustrated his address. Prin- 
cipal Murdock of the normal school in- 
troduced H. Li. Koopman of 
Brown 


university, president of the 
Massa- 


chusetts library club, as the presiding 
officer of the evening, artd he intro- 
duced City Solicitor P. J. Ashe, who 
gave a brief address of welcome in 
place of. Mayor Wilkinson, who had 
been expected to do this. Mr. Ashe 
said in part: 


Ladies and gentlemen: The mayor 


being obliged to forego the pleasure of 
performing this duty, you will miss his 
cordial words and gracious presence. 
I believe, however, that no 
formal 


welcome is ntecessary. There has been 
something in this Berkshire day that 
has proclaimed 
a 
deeper welcome 


than mere words; but yet I bid you 
•welcome, and I hope that the pleasure 
of your stay here will be such that 
when you say good bye you will d-'o so 
as friends who will be glad to meat us 
again. We are a strong and growing 
community. 
Here the idle and the 


rich are few. We lead the strenuous 
life. We are proud of our library, we 
are proud of her who worked so hard 
and efficiently in! its interest for many 
years, and we are proud of him who 
gave to the city the substantial and 
ctonrmodious building in which it ia 
housed. 
We appreciate your labors 


and the honor you have done our city 
by meeting here, and hope that at 
some future time you will come again. 
President Koopman responded briefly 
saying that the delegates had felt that 
they were welcome before they heard 
these words, thanking the speaker for 
them and expressing the appreciation 
of all the visitors. 


Henry T. Bailey, agent of the state 


board of education, was then intro- 
duced and gave a very entertainling and 
instructive address on "Public libraries 
and art educational work." He sp'oke 
of America as a nation that is just 
coming of age, and compared it to the 
big boy who has outgrown his clothes 
nnd boyish ways and begins to realize 
that he wants some thinigs different 
fru-.vt what he has had before. 
The 


centennial at Philadelphia 
and 
the 


world's, uiir at Chicago did much to 
wake the. uation up and to .show it 
that it necdo.l some things different 
from what it h.ul had before, and one 
of these is art 
The education of the 


entire people ini ait is what this na- 
tion must undertake, not to make ar- 
tists of them, but better 
men 
and 


women. 
Already much improvement 


is to be noticed in our public parks, 
municipal and school buildings, and in 
the furnnsbing of our private houses, 
where w-e find much less rubbish than 
of old. School architecture and fur- 
nishings have been grreatly improved, 
and - can r.ame at least 10 high school 
buildings that have been erected in this 
state within the last 10 years at a cost 
of 5100,000 each. There is a great de- 
mand for art studies in the schools, 
anU pictures are being used more and 
more hi Sunday school work. The most 
hopeful sign is that the American peo- 
ple are becoming a little more modest, 
and are beginning to as,k not what 
they like in the form of art, but what 
they ought to like. Artistic enlighten- 
ment is growing, ankl the library art 
club is doing much to stimulate this 
growth. The libraries have heretofore 
done much for the intellectual good of 
the community, and now they are 
doing something for it in the line of 
art. 
The schools have also taken up 


the good work, ~nd in this state today 
90 per certt. of all the public school 
children are under the instruction of 
drawing supervisors. Mr. Bailey intro- 
duced a stereopticon and threw upon 
the canvas a large number of pictures 
such as he would recommend for uso 
in the cultivation of artistic taste 
among the people. The pictures were 
excellent and were thoroughly enjoyed 
by the audience. Jlo predicted that 
America will some day see the greatest 
art in the world, for it has the greatest 
Jilr, of which art.is UIB expression. 


Following Mr. Bailey's address, Miss 


Aiiou U. Chandler gave a report on Ihe 
work of the library art club for tho 
last 15 months of 38M and ]!)00. which 
was of much interest to the members. 
The" library art club IK .an incorporated 
association! composed chiefly 
of 
li- 


braries, but, under certain conditions, 
including also reading and art clubs 
and similar societies, its object being to 
acquire by purchase, gift or otherwise, 
and to circulate and exhibit pictures 
and photographs and other works of 
art. 
Membership is obtain-a by 
Uiu 


payment of an entrance fee of $5, with 
a yearly payment of the same sum, 
and IR limited to New TCnRland. In IS 
months the membership has Increased 
from 54 to R. 
r>, and 64 'of tho members 


are In Massachusetts. Miss Chandler 
spoke, of the exhibits of pictures at tho 
libraries 
of 
tho nHsoclaUotil, which 


seem to fill the wants of great and 
! in,111. 


Following her report there was a 


discussion led by Messrs. Green, Cutter 
and Dana, In which many Interesting 
points regarding the work of the clubs 
WPE.C brought out. 


In onii> of tho rooms of tho building 


there was an exhibit of photographs* of 
Nuremberg .which were examined by 
many of those who attended the meet- 
Ing with pleasure and 
appreciation. 


There were 88 photographs In the col- 
lection. 


This morning the librarians went to 


Adains to hold a mooting at the public 
library there. An address of welcome 
was delivered by C. T. Plunkett. and 
"The distribution 
of library books 


through schools and other local centers 
and by inter-library loans," was dis- 
cussed by Miss It. A. Williams of 
Maiden, Mrs. K. D. Fitch of Danvers. 
Sam Walter Foss of Komcrvlllf, Miss 
Anna B. Jackson of this City, Mibs M. 
K. Rargeault of Medford, -vliss II. H. 
Stanley of Brookline and Mrs. M. A. 
Sanders of Pvwt«eket, R. I. 


The party returned to this city at 


noon and left for their homes in the 
afternoon, many ut them lidiuK u\i.i 
Hoosac mountain' i,-;H taking tnl train 
at Hoosac Tunnel. They appeared well 
satisfied with the work of the meetings 
held here and at Adams, and seemed 
to thoroughly enjoy their visit to the 
Berkshire hills.

The 
plans of the company have called for 
a line extending through the fields, 
commencing north of the foot of snake 
hill.

Prominent Member of Berkshire Bar 


Passes Away at Williamstown 


Andrew J. Waterman, whose death 


a-t tho Sand Springs In Williamstown 
i 


yesterday afternoon was announced in 
this paper, and whoso V>dy was taken 1 
to Pittslioki ioday, had been for many 
t 
years one of the prominent figures of | 
Berkshire county was wel land favor- | 
ably knoun throughout the state. He j 
sulfered an attack of pneumonia about 
a year ago, and hud been in poor h< alt I., 
since that tinn1. Koine time ago he went 
to the Sand Springs for rest, and in 
the hope of recruiting his health, but 
he continued to fail slowly till two 
weeks ago, whnn lie broke down entire- 
ly, and from that time it was realized, 
that recovery was out of the question. 


Mr. Waterman entered the profes-. 


sion of the Uuv when a young man, 
and his caro/;r was one of honor and 
usefulness. 
He became registar of 


orobate for the county, was later dis- 
trir-t attorney, and for four years he 
held the office of attorney srenoral. In 
all of thi'se positions he exhibited "those 
sound and sturdy Qualities for -whic1! 
he was conspicuous, anJ his services 
werp eminently 
satisfactory to 
the 


public. He came of New England an- 
cestry and possessed me New Eng- 
land traits and characteristics to a 
marked degree. 
Originally a demo- 


crat, he joined the free-soil movement 
and when the republican party came 
upon the scene he identified himself 
with it and was one of its earnest sun- 
porters for the remainder of his life. 
He was an upright man, a public spir- 
ited citizen and an honor to his prof- 
ession, and his death will create a re- 
cognized vacancy in the ranks of the 
Berkshire bar. 


Andrew J. Watertnan wa« born in 


North Adams June 2'A, 1S23, a son of 
William and Sarah (BuckUn) Water- 
man. 
He was reared on a farm in 


Williamstown, and went to the public 
schoolSjjWilliams academy and Grey- 
lock institute in South Williamstown. 
After holding several town offices in 
Williamsown and working some years 
as a clerk in a store, he began studying 
law in June 1851, with Keyes Danforth, 
completing his study with Daniel N. 
Dewey. He was admitted to the bar 
March IS, 1834, and began practising 
law with Mr. DanfortJj. 
He was ap- 


pointed to the office of register of pro- 
bate and insolvency, resigning the of- 
fice in Aprh, 1SS1. He became district 
attorney 
for the 
wernrern 
criminal 


district, composed of Berkshire and 
HatnpoVen counties, in November. 
1SSO, 


to succeed N. A. Leonard, who resign- 
ed. He was elected to the same office 
in 1880, 1883, and 18S6 and resinned Oc- 
tober 1, 1SST, to become attorney sren- 
eral of Massachusetts, to which he was 
elected that year. He continued in the 
office until 1801. In 1S53 Mr Waterman 
moveoj to Lenox, tben the shire town 
of Berkshire county, and lived there 
until 1872, wh*n he went to Pittsfield, 
that town then becoming the shire 
town of the county. Mr. Waterman 
was a delegate to the national repub- 
lican convention at Baltimore in IS-}, 
which nominated Abraham Lincoln for 
his second term, and was an alternate 
delegate to the national convention at 
Chicago in 1SSO. Reared a democrat, 
he left the party on attaining his ma- 
pority, joined the free sol1 party, and 
later became a republican. Mr. "Wa- 
terman was married in East Boston 
January 7, ISnS, to 
Ellen 
Douglas, 


daughter of Henry 
H. 
and 
Nancy 


(Comstock) Cooke, and she survives 
him. 
He also leaves three brothers, 


William G. of Barrington, 111., Albert 
G. of Troy, N. Y., and John B. of Wil- 
liamstown. 


The funeral of Mr. Waterman will 


be held at his late residence on Broad 
street in Pittsfield, on Monday after- 
noon^ at 2 and the burial will be in 
Lenox, his former home. The local bar 
will be largely represented and it is 
probable that Mayor Russell will ask 
that all" places of business be closed 
during the funeral hour.
